Planner accuses director

2,000 paratroopers stand by 
near Republican convention 


MIAMI 
BEACH 
(UPI)-Two 
thousand riot-trained paratroopers 
occupied their own tent city south of 
Miami Friday, standing by for 
action in the event demonstrators 
make good on their threat to disrupt 
the 
Republican convention next 
week to protest President Nixon’s 
renomination. 


The troops from the 82nd Airborne 
Division flew into Homestead Air 
Force Base from Ft. Bragg, N.C., as 
the number of demonstrators in the 
raging Flamingo Park campsite 
climbed to about 500. 


About thirty miles separated the 
two camps, but those at both had one 
thing in common —most had been 
here early last month for the 
Democratic National Convention.

Friedheim disclosed that the federal 
troops were the same ones who had 
stood by unneeded in July, and he 
sought to minimize the prospects of 
serious trouble next week

they enjoy it again. Maybe they’ll 
even have a chance to get out to the 
public library.”

Bloody inch-by-inch fight 
for Quang Tri citadel 


SAIGON

Viet­ 
namese marines pushed to within 
100 yards of Quang Tri’s fortified 
Citadel 
in 
bloody 
inchby-inch 
fighting for the northern provincial 
capital Friday. Communist rocket 
attacks on Da Nang and the nearby 
U.S. airbase killed 27 civilians and 
one American airman. 


U.S. jet fighter-bombers used 
laser-guided bombs to knock out 
North Vietnam’s newly repaired 
Cao Nung Railroad bridge 50 miles

Hijacker shot, 
wounded by FBI 
in airport drama 


SEATTLE (U P I)—A middleaged 
bicyclist disguised with a ski mask 
pedaled to a parked airliner in Reno, 
Nev. with a rifle strapped to his 
handlebars Friday, hijacked the 
plane to Seattle and collected a 
record $2 million ransom before he 
was shot and captured by the FBI. 
The hijacker was shot in the back, 
neck and leg by F B I agents posing 
as pilots at the climax of the hijack 
drama which lasted 13 hours. 
The hijacker demanded $2 million 
in cash and gold bars. He said the 
money was to be used for treatment 
of Vietnamese children injured in 
the war and that the hijacking was 
part of a campaign to force an end to 
the Indochina war. 
The United Airlines Boeing 727 
was ordered by the hijacker to be 
flown from Reno to Vancouver, 
B.C., but authorities said there 
wasn’t enough American currency 
available 
there 
to 
meet 
his 
demands. After a short stop the man 
directed the plane to Seattle. 
Authorities said the man was 
carried on a stretcher from the 
plane 
after 
“ an 
exchange 
of 
gunfire.” His wounds did not appear 
serious and he was conscious and 
talking 
The ransom, paid in new $20 and 
$50 bills and 15 bricks of gold, was 
put on the plane by a man wearing 
only undershorts. It was the largest 
ever extorted from an American 
ailine. 
With 
only 
three 
male 
crew- 
members aboard, the airplane had 
been on the tarmac for almost six 
hours before authorities put into 
effect their daring scheme to end 
the hijacking 
The airport was 
closed to all traffic during that time. 


Two F B I agents from Portland, 
Ore., 
who 
are 
licensed 
pilots, 
approached the plane on a forklift 
truck posing as the relief crew. 
While the two men stripped off their 
airline uniforms in sight of the 
hijacker, a third agent sneaked to 
the front of the aircraft with a pistol 
attached to the end of a five-foot 
long pole. He pushed the gun up to 
the crew in the cockpit. 
The agents—one in his underwear 
and the other naked —went up the 
rear stairs and into the plane One of 
the agents got hold of the gun which 
had been passed to the cockpit and 
shot the hijacker. 
The bizarre skyjack started at 7 
a m. in Reno when the man wearing 
a ski mask bicycled out to the plane 
with a rifle over the handle bars. 
Some 
25 
passengers 
already 
aboard the jetliner were ordered off 
the aircraft. Authorities said the 
man walked calmly to the cockpit 
containing a crew of three while the 
rest of the passengers and stewar­ 
desses quickly disembarked. 
The pilot then flew the 727 to 
Vancouver on orders from 
the 
hijacker. 


Senate maneuvers

Nixon’s antibusing bill was sent to 
the Senate Friday where it was 
greeted

parliamentry 
maneuvering 
that 
kept it out of a hostile committee 
and positioned it for possible swift 
floor action 
The measure, finally approved on 
a 282-102 roll call vote shortly after 
midnight, would ban court ordered 
crosstown busing of any student and 
allow for the reopening of old 
desegregation orders that do not 
comply with the bill’s provisions. 
The measure went to the Senate 
later Friday afternoon and Sen. 
Jam es 
B 
Allen, 
DAla , 
in 
parliamentary 
maneuvering, 
blocked it from going to the Labor 
and 
Public 
Welfare 
Committee 
where antibusing forces said it 
would be buried. 


City fire chief, 
Don Johnson, resigns 


Lompoc Fire Chief Don Johnson 
has resigned his city post effective 
next month it was disclosed last 
night. 
In his letter of resignation, dated 
yesterday, Johnson said: “ Though 
having been employed by our city 
for only a brief 14 months, I find that 
I 
have 
brought 
the 
youngest 
member of the Johnson family into 
an area where he cannot adapt to 
the climatic conditions. As I have 
mentioned to you before, our son, 
Kraig had experienced respiratory 
problems in the past and even more 
so since residing in Lompoc ” 
Johnson said he will assume the 
position 
of 
Fire 
Department 
Director for the City and District of 
Littleton, Colo., effective Oct. 1. 
He said he resigned with “ strong 
mixed emotions.” 
“ Lompoc has been a beautiful 
place for us to live and I would like 
to express deep appreciation to the 
citizens for so readily accepting the 
Johnson family and offering their 
friendship,” his letter read 
In 
a 
cover 
letter 
to 
the 
resignation, Gene Wahlers, city 
administrator noted: “ During his 
tenure with the City of Lompoc, Don 
has contributed highly to the degree 
of efficiency and effectiveness we 
now witness in our fire service. 
Operating department heads and

sorely miss his 
presence.”

Kissinger 
in Japan 
for talks 


TO KYO (UPI)—U.S. Presidential 
Adviser Henry A Kissinger flew 
here Friday after two days of secret 
talks 
in 
Saigon 
with 
South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu on “ all aspects” of the war 
and peace situation in Vietnam. 
He will meet Japan’s top leaders 
today 
for 
hurry-up 
talks 
on 
deepening economic and political 
problems 
between 
the 
two 
countries. 
President Nixon’s chief foreign 
emissary flew into Tokyo aboard a 
special U.S. Air Force Boeing 707 
from Saigon where he met for four 
hours Thursday and again for two 
hours Friday with Thieu. 


An official communique did little 
to 
lift the 
blanket of secrecy 
surrounding Kissinger’s sudden trip 
to Saigon. It said only:

ail aspects of the situation in South 
Vietnam as well as the talks which 
have taken place in Paris with the

Is film violence 
O.K. for the kids?

One of the great mysteries of modern time is the fact 
that so many wild violent films are given a plus rating 
as being okay for the kids. Other features, with a few 
well-chosen swear words, are Rated R or X but contain 
none of the violence and cruelty of the so-called children’s 
movies. 
For instance. “ True Grit.” snatched all the prizes and 
awards two years ago. It received the big okay from the 
censors in a screen play that began with a hanging and 
ended with a massacre! Apparently the appearance of 
John Wayne and the cluster of trusting children in the 
supporting cast were enough for some critics to over­ 
come the raw violence and professional killings. 
Two Unitarian-Universalist churchmen have taken on 
the children’s film sanctity, especially enjoyed by the 
House of Disney, to point out the heartache and horror 
that passes for entertainment. 
Notes Dr. George Marshall of Boston: “ For 20 years I 
have thought the Walt Disney movies overrated. They are 
uncritically hailed as paragons of childhood entertain­ 
ment and education 
. . Parents accept everything pro­ 
duced by Walt Disney as. ipso facto, sound childhood 
nourishment. Even after the nightmares of one movie, 
they send their children back to another.” 
Dr. Marshall recalls all the film witches, evil spirits, 
giant ogres and monsters that parade across the screen 
in living color, quite different from the pace of literature 
and its page-size illustrations: 
“ The Brothers Grimm and Hans Christian Ander­ 
sen in their fairy tales make use of the conflict be­ 
tween evil and good, with good in the end triumphant 
so that one “ lives happily ever after.” But the printed 
word lacks the potency and the concrete visualization 
that opens itself to the horrors, often many colors, 
created for the wide screen. Restraint and compre­ 
hension of the tender spirits and vivid imaginations 
of childhood are necessary for film making.” 
Taking up where Dr. Marshall left off, the Rev. Ralph 
N. Helverson of Cambridge, Mass., reports on the ghastly 
experience of seeing the flick, “ American Wilderness.” 
Hitting heavy on the “ family audience” carved out bv 
such movies as “ Living Desert" and “ Vanishing Prairie," 
Wilderness turns out to be one grand killing after an­ 
other. 
Writes Helverson: “ I hated the film. It was a mis­ 
take. This film is about trophy hunting—the worst type 
of hunting—the killing of animals to get the biggest set 
of horns or skin. Not for food but for the kill. Now, we 
need not have the “ Bambi Complex”—that it is wrong 
to hunt deer, for example. We learn that ecologically this' 
is partly sound conservation measures. But this film was 
not that—it was a violation of the wilderness.” 
Rev. Helverson reminds us that “ a wilderness is not 
a place for shooting and destruction of wild life. There 
are places for hunting but a wilderness is a place for 
animals and nature to live out their own cycles without 
the intrusion of man and his guns.”

Apparently to everyone’s 
surprise, President Thieu 
has said that the future of 
South Vietnam depends on 
com m itm ents 
from 
the 
United 
S t a t e s , 
m os t 
specifically a commitment 
to keep up the bombing until 
the economy and the war 
potential of North Vietnam 
are 
shattered. 
This has 
aroused 
the 
predictable 
indignation in predictable 
quarters, which is itself 
ironic. Those who have said 
that Vietnamization is a 
failure and bound to be a 
failure are surprised when 
Thieu goes half way towards 
saying the same thing. 
Half way is defined as: we 
don’t 
need 
any 
m ore 
American troops, but we do 
continue to need American 
materiel 
and 
American 
airpower. Let the critics of 
Thieu recommend simply 
that we refuse to make the 
commitment. 
But 
they 
should not feign surprise 
that we are being asked to 
make the commitment — 
after all, it is nothing more 
than 
an 
extension 
of 
com m itm ents 
we 
have 
made for ten years. And, 
also, 
they 
shouldn’t 
be 
surprised 
at 
President 
Thieu’s 
asking 
for 
the 
commitments. It is a quite 
normal thing for a country 
being overrun by another 
country to ask for help.. 
On the m atter of the

bombing 
itself, 
we 
are 
suddenly engaged in a great 
national 
debate 
over 
whether 
we

bombing the so-called dikes 
in North Vietnam. The State 
D e p a r t m e n t 
and 
the 
Pentagon, and now bomber 
? 
ilots from our fleet in the 
onkin Bay, have assured 
interrogators that in fact we 
are not bombing the dikes. 
But these protestations are 
m e t 
w i t h 
m o u n t i n g 
skepticism . 
Meanwhile 
everybody in the world has 
gone bravely out to North 
V i e t n a m 
to 
d i s c o v e r 
whether we are bombing the 
dikes. Jane Fonda went, 
thinking to represent the 
Dike Liberation Front, only 
to find that the world was 
talking 
about 
something 
e l s e . 
T h e 
N o r t h 
Vietnamese, of course, have 
insisted that the dikes are, 
many of them, destroyed. 


One notices — actually, it 
is worse than that: one 
doesn’t notice — that the 
argument, as it is posed, has 
the effect of crystallizing a 
n a t i on a l 
c o m m i t m e n t 
against bombing the dikes. 
What I want to know is: why 
haven’t 
we 
bombed 
the 
dikes? That’s what some of 
us wondered for years when 
the issue was closing the 
harbor at Haiphong, which 
they got around to doing last 
s p r i n g 
— 
w i t h o u t

precipitating a world war, 
to the dismay of Olof Palme 
and others. 
It seems preposterous to 
need to recall the salient 
datum in the Indochinese 
situation, but it is slipping 
from the memory that what 
is going on right now is an 
invasion of South Vietnam 
by 
North 
Vietnam 
with 
tanks, 
infantry, 
mortar, 
anti-aircraft, 
terrorism , 
m ass 
executions, 
and 
sabotage. There is no doubt 
that the North Vietnamese 
G o v e r n m e n t 
is 
a 
totalitarian affair, engaged 
in conscripting the entire 
country behind its grisly 
purpose. And there is no 
reason 
to 
doubt 
the 
innocence of the peasants

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If Rhodesia competes 
U.S. Blacks may leave Munich too 
» 


MUNICH (UPI) --The threat of a walkout by black 
members of the star-studded U.S. Olympic Track and 
f ield Team was added Friday to a similar threat by 12 
African nations in the boiling dispute over the admission 
of Rhodesia to the competition. 
The action by the Americans came only a short while 
after the International Olympic Committee had refused 
,", once again to reconsider the Rhodesian question. 


' i • 
Lee Evans, the 1968 Olympic 400-meter champion, said 
£< the black members of the U.S. track team who already 
are in the Olympic village had reached the walkout 
decision at a morning meeting. They issued a statement 
saying they “ would take a united stand with our African 
* * brothers.“ 
Asked if that meant the U.S. blacks would withdraw 
from the games if the 12 African nations withdraw. 
Evans said, “ that’s what the statement said ' 


It was uncertain exactly how many members of the 
U.S. team were involved 
Hoover Wright, a black assistant coach of the U.S. 
track team from Prairie View A.&M. in Texas, insisted, 
“ it was just a breakfast meeting of five guys. What they 
say does not mean anything Half the team is not here 
yet and he (Evans) shouldn't be saying anything.” 
Three black members of the team said they were not 
at the meeting Evans described. They were Robert 
Taylor of Texas Southern. Larry Burton of Purdue, and 
Gerald Tinker of the Kent Track Club. All three declined 
to say how they felt about the threatened walkout. 
Three other black members of the team were not in 
Munich at the time of the meeting. Only 40 members of 
the U.S. 435 member Olympic squad, almost all of them 
track and field competitors, were in the Olympic village 
at that time A large group of U.S. athletes arrived late 
Friday night and another large group was scheduled to 


arrive Saturday night. Evans, who failed to qualify to 
defend his 400-meter title but is a member of the U.S. 
sprint relay teams, read aloud the statement as follows: 
In light of the recent Rhodesian acceptance to the 
20th Olympic games, the United States black athletes 
now in the Olympic village believe it imperative to take 
a stand on this volatile issue. We denounce Rhodesian 
participation in the games. If they are allowed to 
compete, we will take a united stand with our African 
brothers.” 


Asked if the statement were “ political,” Evans said, 
“ you can see what kind of a statement it is. What do you 
want me to say?” 


Earlier in the day, the executive board of the Interna­ 
tional Olympic Committee, the overall ruling body of the 
games, met and held firm in its determination to have 
Rhodesia included in the competition which opens on 


Aug. 26. 
The board instead called on the 12 African nations to 
“ convince their several governments” that their teams 
should not be withdrawn from the games. 
The board pointed out that the original resolution 
under which Rhodesia was admitted to competition last 
September was agreed to by the national Olympic 
committees of those nations at the time. It said the 
withdrawal of any nation from the games at this time 
“ would engender grave injustice to the German 
organizing committee as well as to the athletes of the 
African countries themselves.” 
The objection to the admission of Rhodesia involves 
opposition to Rhodesia’s racial policies. The resolution 
adopted last September allows Rhodesia, which was 
barred from competition in the last Olympiad, to 
compete under its old name and flag of Southern 
Rhodesia.

They like action on the 
Bowery, or say they do

THE BOWERY (U P I) — They’re strictly neutral down 
here. They couldn’t care less who wins, Bobby Fischer or 
Boris Spassky. 
Most Bowery residents don’t even know the two are 
playing up there in Teykjavik. 
Some do, though 
“ Chess reminds me of baseball,” said one of them. 
“ Too dull. See, they make 27 moves in 3l/2 hours. That 
would drive me outta my cottonpickin’ mind. I like 
continuous action. I like to go, go. go all the time.” 
The derelict who made those remarks isn’t really 
going anywhere. He can't. He has no left leg and no right* 
foot. Frostbite took both That’s what comes of sleeping 
on sidewalks too long in subfreezing weather. 
This particular derelict’s name is Frank—” I ’d rather 
you don t use my last name because I have a brother and 
sister back in South Dakota and I ’ve still got enough 
common decency left not to impose on them.” 
The temperature was in the mid^80’s when we talked, 
hot enough for most men to be walking around in their 
shirtsleeves, but Frank was bundled up in a grease- 
stained trench coat chiefly because that constitutes the 
nucleus of his wardrobe and if he gets rid of it now, he’ll 
be all done in this winter. 
Frank sat with his back up against an ancient 
tenement building and talked a little about sports on the 
Bowery. 
The reason I like football more than baseball is 
because there s more action,” he said “ I like anything 
with action to it. ’ 
Does he like life on the Bowery? 
No,’ he came right back. “ It’s like baseball. Too 
monotonous.” 
How long has he been on the Bowery? 
“ Twenty-one years, ” he said. 
If it’s so monotonous, why does he stay? 
The thing I like about this place is that you can go 
where you like, do what you want and nobody asks you 
any questions," he said. 


“ Look at these,” he went on, thrusting out his hands. 
“ They’re all cut up and filthy. Dirty hands, no shave. I ’d 
be embarrassdd going uptown looking like this. I still 
have feelings. Down here though, you’re one of the boys. 
They’re in the same predicament you’re in. Nobody feels 
superior.” 


Farther down the Bowery, six other derelicts were 
grouped in a semi-circle, five of them slumped against a 
brick wall and the sixth stretched ou' on the pavement 
looking stone cold dead on the sidewalk. 


“ He’s okay, he’s only resting,” said one of those in the 
group. “ He hadda little too much of that California White 
Port wine. Care for some? Oh, sports. Damn right we re 
interested in the ball games down here. Sex, no, but 
sports, yes. Ain’t that right fellas? I ’m from Chicago 
myself and shot pool once with Willie Mosconi. Honest. 
But you oughtta talk to Elmer over there. He played 
some football.” 


Elmer had one of those short haircuts and the general 
appearance of a man who might have once been an 
athlete 
He has missed a few meals lately though 
because some of his bones protrude. Elmer said he was 
57, had spent 20 years on the Bowery, was originally 
from Wyoming and had been looked at by the Pittsburgh 
Steelers after having played college ball in Missouri. 


“ I ’ve always loved football, particularly pro football,” 
he said. “ I follow it, whenever I get a chance. They’ve 
got some sports-minded guys down here on the Bowery 
but most of them are too opinionated, they never listen to 
what you’ve got to say. 
“ Me?” Elmer shrugged, looking a little forlorn in his 
begrimed peach-colored shirt which didn’t quite match 
his baggy, paint-smeared khaki trousers. “ Like I say, I 
try to follow the pro football teams, but I’ve really got 
nothing. I ’m doing nothing, and going nowhere. I used to 
run pretty good, but can’t anymore. Emphysema. I can't 
even walk up the steps. All I ’m really doing is waiting to 
die.”

SUTTON, Mass. (UPI)-Youthful 
Hale Irwin fired a five under par 67 
but had a costly bogey on the 18th 
hole Friday to tie Tommy Aaron for 
the lead at the midway point of the 
$200,000 USI Classic at Pleasant 
Valley Country Club.

Lee Elder and Bruce Devlin 
shared third place with 137 and John 
Mahaffey, 24, of Kerryville, Tex., 
playing his first full year on the 
Professional Golf Association tour, 
was fifth at 138. 
The field was cut to 78 players 
after Friday’s round with scores of 
146 or better. The third round will 
get underway at 9 a.m. Saturday and 
the final round is scheduled for 
Sunday. Schlee carded a 72 Friday to 
tie with four other men at 139. 
“ I feel I had a pretty good putt on 
the 18th,” Irwin said, “ but the 
greens aren’t holding up that well 
this late in the afternoon. I should 
have thought about all that traffic.” 
He said he opened the 18th with a 
“ perfect drive” but “ with the wind 
against me it wasn’t good enough to 
get around the turn. That put me in a 
spot to begin with,” said the 
bespectacled 1967 graduate of the 
University of Colorado 
Aaron, continuing the surge that 
won him more than $32,000 in the 
last three weeks and sent him over 
the $100,000 mark for the first time 
in 12 years as a pro, said he was 
“ really in trouble only on the 13th 
hole.

14. Tips on Service Return 


What grip should I have 
on my racket when awaiting 
service? 
It depends on the individ­ 
ual. If you are capable of 
making a grip-change quick­ 
ly, it may be better to wait 
for the service w i t h the 
racket prepared for your 
weaker return. 
If the server consistently 
hits to your backhand, and 
it is your weaker stroke, you 
can hold the racket for a 
backhand return, and if the 
ball comes to the forehand 
you can make a quick ad­ 
justment. 
Some players receive serv­ 
ice with a grip midway be- 
t w e e n the backhand and 
forehand, when they are not 
certain where the serve is 
coming. That way they have 
only a small adjustment to 
make for either the forehand 
or backhand. 
Should I return a serve 
the same in doubles as in 
singles? 
Your problems are obvi­ 
ously different because in 
doubles you are basically re­ 
stricted to a cross-court re­ 
turn. The premise of hitting 
the ball low in relationship 
to your opponent’s body as

I’m not kidding when 
I tell you that sometimes it’s 
impossible to get a minute 
alone.” He looks at you with 
direct blue eyes, saying that 
of course life could be a 
helluva lot worse. 
Nicklaus, besides being 


possibly the 
finest golfer 
ever, is growing in popu­ 
larity. This is not to say that 
he has the nation by its 
heart-strings, as Palmer did 
(and does). But most folks 
were rooting for Nicklaus to 
win that Grand Slam. (He 
had already won the Mas­ 
ters and 
U.S. Open this 
year.) 


That he lost the British 
Open by a stroke, after com­ 
ing from six strokes back on 
the final day, may have en­ 
deared him to fans even 
more than if he had actually 
triumphed. This was evi­ 
denced in the PGA cham­ 
pionship at Oakland Hills. 
Nicklaus, playing with a bad 
finger, seemed to have had 
his 
inner 
fires 
quenched 
after failing in Britain to 
gain the third leg of the 
Slam. Yet the PGA crowds 
were behind him like an 
avalanche. 


Satisfying, says this son of 
a druggist, to be, at 32, after 
11 years on the pro tour, 
after having come out of Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, to' become a 
multi-millionaire, to be wide­ 
ly accepted, finally. 


The trauma of the early 
tour years, when he seemed 
often to be black to Palmer’s 


white, is over. He was then 
puzzled and saddened at the 
odd ways of fandom, and at 
the position in which he had 
been unwittingly thrust. 


The treatise writers and 
he wondered if it was that 
he had risen too swiftly. (He 
began winning immediately 
upon turning pro at 21; while 
Palmer, for example, lived 
out of a trailer in his ’‘20s. i 
Or that he did not have the 
Bogartian flair of Palmer: 
or that all the world in fact 
did not love a fat man. (The 
6-foot Nicklaus weighed over 
‘200 pounds, is now slimmed 
to 185.) Or that his game 
was too ponderously careful, 
not madly daring like Palm­ 
er’s. Or simply that he had 
the effrontery to beat Palm­ 
er. 


And in a television age, 
Nicklaus felt he came across 
‘‘too cold and grim and Teu­ 
tonic and too darn sure of 
myself.” He made a con­ 
scious effort to smile more, 
to put a dash more sugar in 
his personality. He says he 
always felt, though, that he 
was ‘‘a fundamentally com­ 
panionable fellow.” 
How delicious, 
now, 
to 
have someone other than 
yourself cheering for you.
